The po- 
lice at this time were dragTing the river, 
poking miu clay hok-s and patrolling the 
lake in Uie hope of finding f-ome trace '-1 
the miys ng woman, but Luetgert, alter 
he had comylaineU ol the paper, lelt the 
station without ev n asking if the p;;liet- 
liaJ found any ti ;n ,• of his wife. When 
the police hist becyiae auaru of the dis- 
appearance or Mrs. Luetgert Ihrongb her 
bnUher they ayked lAittgert what theory 
he had re^arding Her disappearance, and 
he t-aid that in his opinion she had be- 
come insane and had wandered a\vay 
from hume. He had not reported her 
going autty cithei to the police or his 
neig-hbors because he faid it wa!> a. Uis- 
giaej to have an m?ane \viie, and he did 
neA want pecple to knon anything about 
it. Captain HehmHtlfr said that in all 
the wcrk the police did on the cape be- 
t1 re the arz'est ot Luetgert they never 
receivtcl any help or suggestions from 
the husband. Tbe \\itneFs told of Ule 
visit ut' himself, luspcctor Schaak and a 
nuinbei ot" ofncers to the sausagu fac- 
tory, the examination of the Fnioke- 
h'use and ->-ats and the finding oi' the 
rings in the middle vat. The rings, onr 
a plain gold wedding rmsr, and the othei 
a guard ring, were put in evidence. 


Attorney 1 haJen, on the cro-F-exumm- 


ation of Captain Schuettler, a^kt d him 
to tell the jury all the police had done to 
ascertain whether Mrs. Luetgert was 
alive or dead. The witness again de- 
tai!"d the varknis steps he had taken in 
the investigation. Mr. Phalen asked if 
he had not beard that Mrs Luetgei t had 
been seen at Keiicsha, or in that neigh- 
borhood. The captain Eaid the police 
had 
receivt-d letters, most of them 


anonymous, stating that Mrs. Luetgert 
had been s«en wandering near Kenosha, 
and he sent two officers there to investi- 
gate. The officers discovered no trace 
of Mrs. Luetgert. 


Luetgert announced that he intended 


to take the stand and testify in his o\\n 
behalf. He said that he had talked the 
matter over with his attorneys and they 
had consented that he should do so. He 
would tell all-about his actions on tho 
night preceding thH( disappearance of 
his wife, a,nd would convince the jury 
that-he-had done nothing wrong.

-me, or may hang me; but, in the language 
of the revolutionary heroes, "I do not 
proposo to part company with my sell- 
respect, independence and manhood." 
We no longer have a republic; there is not 
a vestijje of it left. The judiciary of this 
country has placed a padlock on ruy lips, 
forbidden me to walk on public highways 
and destroyed all my rights. I submit 
because you compelled me to. I am help- 
less. I appeal to you and to the country 
to come to the front, take this cause to 
heart and these questions will then be 
solved. I will be free and so will you. 


"There is a class of men in public life," 


remarks a writer on social problems, 
"who resemble the wretches that set fires 
or wreck ships in the hope of securing 
plunder during the resulting confusion. 
These men arc found in all parties as well 
as outside of the regular party organiza- 
tions. Their object is selfish, and the 
means by which they seek to attain it are 
desperate. They do not all go equally far 
in their efforts to undermine the estab- 
lished order. Some of them have big 
plans, while others have smaller plans. 
The essential selfishness and desperation 
ot all is the same, however. They are 
willing to greatly risk the general welfare 
in the hope of securing place and power 
for themselves." 


It may be that Eugene V. Debs is not a 


man of this sort. It may be that he is 
only a frenzied visionary, whose fierce 
assaults upon the American flag and the 
American judiciary are effects of a dis- 
ordered imagination that makes him 
believe the wild utterances with which 
he taxes the credulity of those who hear 
him. But he is a dangerous man, for he 
can sway men to his feelings and beliefs, 
and ho is embittered against all our in- 
stitutions. The injustice in the world has 
made him a hater of even what is just. 


The intelligence of the working people 


of this country will save them from the 
unsafe leadership of men like Debs who 
misrepresent and malign the freest gov- 
ernment on earth. They will realize that 
Debs lacks executive ability, and that 
where :ie has been entrusted with the 
managtiiiient of labor's cause he has left 
his followers worse off than he found 
them. At the very moment while he 
was delivering his intemperate address at 
St. Louis, a more practical leader of or- 
ganised labor was securing valuable con- 
cessions from the mine owners, and ar- 
ranging terms upon which the striking 
coal miners could advantageously return 
to work. The very men who cheered 
while Debs talked, when they pause and 
reflect, will realize the absurdity of what 
he said. If he can deliver a discourse like 
this with a padlock on his lips, what 
would he say if he were not "denied the 
the liberty of free speech ? "

Daudefc was struck with the Londoner's 
love ol' flowers and with the bright green 
of the trees nnd pnrks, the lutter "nil peo- 
pled with flocks of sheep and rosy babies." 
The tints of the dresses worn in London 
appeared to Miue. Diiudet in striking con- 
trast to those favored in Paris during the 
same season. In the French capital shades 
of mauve and violet, grcnato and rose 
were worn, tho effect Leing one of general 
harmonj'.

About this time there was also an at- 


tempt made by a mud or hot brained Polo 
to enter the emperor's room. This object 
he purposed to effect by impersonating a 
tailor from whom a pair of trousers had 
been ordered for his imperial majesty. He 
offered Snip a large sum of money if he 
would allow him to deliver thoso in his 
stead, and the latter, suspecting something 
wrong, handed him over to tho police, 
who, 
on searching him, found secreted 


about his person a long thin knife or sti- 
letto. This incident did not tend to dimin- 
ish our anxiety or sense of responsibility 
for the personal security of our imperial 
guest, and in spite of the frank 
and 


princely agremenu of his manner and tho 
gayoties to which his visit gave rise, I, foi 
one, wished him with all my heart safe 
back again on the other srii of tho chan-

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My Dear Little Kate:— 


So you have none the way of the ma- 


jority of the faar sex and now you preside 
over "our home." That is as it should 
be, for woman's highest and noblest 
sphere is in the home, and only she her- 
self can maice it anything else. Your 
nunt Jemima wrote me that you were 
having the usual perplexities of young 
housekeepers, and so I am going to send 
jou a batch of helpful hints, gleaned 
from my long practice. It is said that 
we never learn from another's experi- 
ence, but "exceptions prove the rule," 
and I am sure you will be willing to 
profit by my troubles, and in my early 
married life they were many. Of course, 
I knew how to make bread and cook 
meat and vegetabl'es, but the unusual 
things nearly broke my heart. 


In making dishes where whipped cream 


is needed, j.cu will have trouble in mak- 
ing it whip easily and quickly. It should 
be well chilled, and then there is no dan- 
ger of the cream whipping to butter. 


When you have cold vegetables of any 


kind left over, make a salad of them. 
You see, people of small means can live 
v, ell if the "left overs" are oared for. 


Jf the frosting on your cake should 


run down the sides when you are spread- 
ing it, doublr a piece of buttered paper 
and pin it around the cake, letting- the- 
upper edge project half an inch above 
tne c£ke. In this way you can frost a 
cake to the very edge, evenly and thick- 
ly. Do not remove the band until th-3 
irosting is set. 


A good silver polish, which I have used 


ior ;>ears, is made by mixing whiting 
vith a few drcps of ammonia, then thin- 
r'r.g it to the cosistcncy of cream. You 
can keep this for a long time, if closely 
corked in a bottle. 


You probably will have occasion to 


make "live o'clock tea" some day. Al- 
Ijw one teaspoonful of tea to each cup 
of boiling water: steep one to five min- 
utps, and serve with each cup a candied 
ox heart cherry or a sliee of lemon. 


In marketing remember that the most 


tender meat comes from the center of the 
emmal. The best steak is in the center 
of the loin, the b-est chops from the cen- 
ter of the loin of lamb, and it is the 
s.ame with veal ami pork. The muscles 
<.oncentrate in the hip and the shoulder, 
and spread out from those points; there 
aie fewer in the center, and, therefore, 
the meal there is moie tender. 


I wonder if you know what a valuable; 


article in the house is salt? it \vill put 
the fire out in the chimney, if sprinkled 
under baking pans in the oven it will 
l>ievent the cake from scorching; salt 
and vinegar together will remove stains 
tram discolored teacups; salt and soda 
will relieve the pain of bee stings; if any 
toot falls on the carpet cover it quickly 
vith salt and it will pi-event a stain, it 
you spill ink on the caipet, cover it with 
salt and it will help to remove the spot, 
aHboufth clear cold water will remove an 
ink stain when fresh, using a sponge and 
repeated duses of the water; if your coal 
fire" is low, salt v>ill revive it, anfl if 
t-pi ead over the carpet when sweeping it 
Vvill brighten the colors and prevent 
moths; s.a!t and water as a gargle is ex- 
cellent for a sore throat, and it is said 
that fine salt put in the cavity ot a tooth 
v, il, stop the toothache; so keep a good- 
ly nuaiHliy of salt on hand, as it is good 
tor bo many things. 


If your oven is too hot, a pan of water 


p'ared in it will prevent the meat or 
jtsiry from scotching or becoming dry. 


Sometimes a dark closet or the re- 


frigerator may have an unpleasant odor. 
If you will place therein a small dish of 
fine charcoal you will have no further 
trouble. 


If yoxir drain pipes become stopped up, 


flood the pipe with boiling water, in 
v, Inch quite a lump of soda has been dis- 
solved. This is a. matter of health as 
well an cc-nvenience. 


When you suspect that what you art 


cooking has been scorched, lift the ve&- 
6<?l holding the food quickly from the 
lire and stand it in a pan of water for ,1 
lev.' minutes. In almost every case tha 
disagreeable taste will disappear. 


I suppose you have a quantity (if new 


tin cooking utensils. 
Let me tell you 


what to do with them to r-ake baking 
j-»su!1s more satisiaotory: Put them in- 
to hot water and let them boil for sev- 
eral hours before food is put in them. 


You can keep your new tin teakettle 


as bright as silver by rubbing with, a 
woolen cloth, dipped in oil, and then wip- 
inj? quite dry with a clean cloth. 


Young housekeepers often get so 1n« 


tcre-sted in preparing food that they let 
the lard boil over on the stove, and some- 
times they arc ai a loss to know what to 
do, with the result of burned hands, 
smoked ceiling and walls, and a ro-ry- 
looking stove. If you should happen to 
neet with this accident, throw flour, snlt, 
or sand over it, and the flame will bo ex- 
tinguished at once. 
A dash of water 


over it would only spread the flames and 
increase the smoke. 


Now these little hints may make tho 


household wheels run a little easier, save 
painful accidents to yourself and prove 
o£ some financial value.

GREEN CORN FRITTERS. 


Score and pres« out the pulp of one 


dozen ears of green corn; add to this one 
cup of sifted flour, one cup of milk, halt 
a teaspoonful of salt, one teaspoonful of 
sugar, a pinch of black pepper and th« 
beaten yolks of two eggs. Beat well, 
stir in the beaten whites and one tabln- 
t-poonful of baking powder; fry in boil- 
ing fat and drain on brown papt-r. If 
canned corn is used, one egg will do for 
the above recipe. 


MACARONI SOUP. 


Three quarts of water are required. 


Boil one-half pound of macaroni (pipe) 
till tender; strain, cut in pieces, and put 
them in a mixture of three quarts of broth 
and one quart of gravy. Boil ten minutes; 
put the crust of two French rolls Into 
the tureen and pour in the soup and add 
a little grated cheese and boiled cream. 


LEMON CREAM PUDDING. 


Beat the yolks of four eggs with four | 


tablespoontxils of sugar; add the juice I 
and grated rind of one large Kmon an,l ] 
iwo tablespoonfuls of hot water. 
Let I 


Bimmer until it thickens, then remove I 
from front of stove and stir in the 
whites of four esss, beaten stiff, with 
two tablespoonfuls o£ powdered sut ar. 


SPONGE CAKE. 


One cup of sugar, two eg'gs, one cup of 


flour, one teaspoonful of baking powder 
and a pinch of salt are the ingredients 
to be first stirred together, and last of 
all one half cup of boiling milk. This is 
a very good cake and inexpensive. 


IlICE FRITTERS. 


(Mrs. Owens.) 


One or more cups of cold boiled rice, 


one-half pint milk, two or three eggs, 
flour to make a stiff batter, with a good 
spoonful baking powder. Fry in Cotto- 
i( ne. 
Hominy may be similarly pre- 


pared. Eat with butter, syrup or jam.

The bottom of tlic drep fiea is indeed, 


entirely screened from tin warmth and 
light of the BUM by tho intervening mass 
of water.

penetrates bcyoucl a depth of 200 fathoms. 
Bolow this all is dark 


The sun's heat, like its light, is also cut 


off from the ocean depths in the same 
manner. 
A cousin of tho writer found 


that in the bay of Bengal there is a fall or. 
temperature amounting to about 1 degree 
F. fop every ten fathoms from the surface 
that tho thcrmamuter sinks. 
At 200 


fathoms ho bus found that the thermome- 
ter stands all tho year round at 65 F., and 
at 3,000 fathoms it constantly registers 
about 35 degrees F., or close upon freezing 
point.

rise in tho air, in balloons or on mountain 
slopes, tlio temperature falls as we rise, 
and the camo uciniis ns we divn into tho 
depths of tho ocean. bi:t in mines the.

Mr. Oatman Transcribed the Testi- 


mony Himself for Fear it Would 


Get Public.

H. T. Oatman of Pittsfleld, who was 


stenographer at, the Beed murder inquest, 
interviews him&elf for the 
Springfield 


Republican as follows: 


"H. T. Oatman, the official superior 


court stenographer for Berkshire county, 
who reported the testimony in the five- 
diiyb' hearing at the inquest on the Reed 
tragedy at North Adams before Special 
Justice "Woodheud, completed yesterday 
the lull transcript of the entire proceed- 
ings. While the proceeds were secret, 
and neither stenographer or officer are 
allowed to divulge anything transpiring, 
nor to furnish copies excepting by order 
of the court or District Attorney Gardner, 
yet a few facts may be given without in 
any way violating that injunction. Mr. 
Oatman says that of ail the many hear- 
ings he has reported in his years' ex- 
perience, none have been so thorough 
nor so exhaustive, from the material at 
hand as the inquest in tbe Reed tragedy.

criticism of 


some newspapers and individuals that the 
officers were not vigilant, it is fair to say 
that no hearing could have been more 
complete or searching. Ex-Senator and 
City Solicitor S. Proctor Thayer is enti- 
tled to great credit for the thoroughness 
of his Questioning of evwy witness for 
any thread of evidence which might lead 
out to the detection of the perpetrators. 
Almost every person in the vicinity of the 
Reed housa or wha had had dealings with 
Reed was examined, and Mr. Thayer's 
grasp of the situation was intelligent and 
comprehensive. 
The district 
attorney 


has been ably represented in City Solicitor 
Thayer. The state detectives and local 
officers also deserve better treatment than 
the criticisms they have received, as every 
every possible avenue was investigated and 
clew was brought into the inquest by every 
them. Every witness was treated cout- 
teously, sensational reports to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 


"The transcript makes 440 closely writ- 


ten pages, one copy each for the use of 
District Attorney Gardner and City Solici- 
tor Thayer. Bach copy contains 110,602 
words, or over 200,000 words in oil. While 
the books are not for public inspection, 
the inquest brought out many circum- 
stances and facts which have never been 
made public; and though there nro no 
clews which as yet warrant an arre^;, the 
officers and Mr. Thayer brought out many 
features of the case which have not been 
published, and which may pro*\ e useful in 
the future if arrests are made. The story

for unearthing and putting on record as 
mnch as they have in the portions of five 
days they investigated. 
The inquest is 


yet open for further consideration of any 
facts which may come in later. 
In order 


that none of the evidence might become 
public, Mr. Oatman wrote the entire tran- 
script himself lather than by an amauu- 
enbis."

Elmwood farm, the home of Mr. and 


Mrs. Wesley T. Simmons on the road lead, 
ing from Orchard street in Adams to East 
Cheshire, was the scene of a large aud 
happy gathering of 
people Thursday 


afternoon. 


The event was a family reunion of the 


descendants of Edmund and Jessie Jenks 
and it was truly a great day for thosa 
people. 


At 1 o'clock about CO people sat down to 


a long table in front of the farm house 
and were shielded from the hot rays of 
the sun by a large canopy. The table 
was decorated with sweet peas, nastur- 
tiums, lillies, dahlias, verbmas, roses and 
ferns and was laden with one of the 
flnebt of good old New England dinners. 
Rev. H. M. Boyoe asked the blessing and 
then all began to satisfy their appetites 
and ata with a relish which is peculiarly 
given by cheerfulness and an abundance 
of fresh mountain air. 


Dinner over all wore invitad into the 


house and upstairs ill a large room was a 
glass case in which was kept old relics 
and heirlooms of the Jenks family. Some 
of them were hundreds of years old, all 
loaned by various members of the family 
for the event. 


About 2 o'clock Scott Jenks of West 


Cummiugton called for order and intro- 
duced Miss Daisy Babbitt who recited iu 
a pleasant manner a poem appropriate 
for the occasion. 


Mrs. Elisha Burlingame then reed a 


genealogy of the family and it dated 
back to the year 454. Here the family 
name was Vartigarn, and one of their 
number ruled the Britaius from 925 to 911. 
From Vartigarn descended the Athels- 
tons, who belonged to the fourth royal 
family of Wales. The lineage was care- 
fully traced to Robert Jenks of "Wolverton 
(manor) parish, Eaton-under-Egwood, of 
Shropshire county, England. He lived 
during the reign of Eiward III aud was a 
son of Jencks Cambry. 


The American ancestry began with Jo- 


seph Jenks of Hammersmith, England. 
He was born in 1002 and waa a machinist. 
Induoed by Qov. Winthrop, he came to 
America about 1S02 and settled in Lynn at 
what is now called Jenks Creek. The first 
machine works in America was estab- 
lished by him, and he waa the first paten- 
tee, having first conceived the idea of 
patents, and by his efforts had a patent 
law enacted by parliament. He was the 
patentee of the first grass scythe, which is 
still used at the present day. He made 
the first money dies, and it was one of his 
dies from which was cast the pine tree 
shilling, one of which was shown. lie 
was the builder of the fir&t fire engine for 
Boston. 


Next came Edmund Jenks of Smithfleld, 


R. I. In 1709 he came to Berkshire county 
and bought the farm where the reunion 
was being held. He secured the deeds and 
went back to Rhode Island. While there 
he married and with 'iis wife returned a 
year later and built the first log house 
half way between Elmwood farm and the 
town of Cheshire. A few years later the 
present Elmwood farm house. 


Of his children, William, the eldest son, 


went to Providence, E.I., and studied 
medicine. 
When he returned he married 


Freelove Brown and settled on Stafford 
Hill in East Cheshire. From him de- 
scended the Cheshire Jenkses. Susan, the 
eldest daughter, married Levi Whipple 
who went West aud died. George, an- 
other son, went to Hancock and died. 
Samuel, lived in Adams now owned by his 
great grandson, W. S. Jenks, on the coi- 
ner of Center and Commercial streets. He 
married Lusania Ballou and their son 
Charles married Juauna Scott, who were 
the grand parents of Mrs. E. Burlingame. 
The genealogy was then traced to the 
families who now reside in Adams and 
Cheshire at the present day. 


Nelson Jenks of Woonsocket, R. I., was 


the next speaker and he said that it was 
ouly by good luck that he was present, 
having heard of the reunion but three 
days before. He is now at work writing 
up a complete geneaology of the Jenks 
family and helped Mrs. Burlingame to fill 
jn the missing links of her story. He re- 
lated amusing anecdotes of the ancestors 
and thowed some old relics among which 
was the coat of arms that was pinned ou 
the side of the farm house. A picture was 
then taken of tho group and the program 
was ended.
